State income tax returns will go 
out Jan. 12, 1948, to some 30,000 
Arkansas taxpayers — the largest 
number in the history of the state. 
They must be filed by May 15. 


Meanwhile, the income division 


of the Slate Revenue Department 
is putting the finishing touches on 
the 
largest collection year 
in 


history. In fact, collections 
\yill 
almost double the previous '. high 
of $3.700.000 in 1943. 


Collections of of Dec. 1 totaled 


.$6.082,862, and Revenue Commis- 
sioner Otho A. Cook says the 12- 
month total will top $6,500,000. 


Much of the increase is due to 
the 
revised 
income 
tax 
laws 
passed' by the 1947 legislature and 
upheld by the Arkansas Supreme 
Court Other reasons for the in-j 
crease are better collections, more 
emphasis on taxes throughout the 
state, and general prosperity. 
In announcing that 
the 
new 


forms would be sent out, 
Cook 


pointed to a few revisions in the 
law:
